SPECIAL   MEETING   OF  JANUARY   14,    1975 

MEETING:  A  special  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  was 

held  on   Tuesday,   January     14,   1975  in   the  Capricorn 
Asunder  Gallery  at  165  Grove,    to  discuss   the  acquisition 
of  the  Straight   Theatre  in   the  Haight-Ashbury   district. 

Due   to   the  fact   that  a  quorum  was  not  available,   general 
discussion  was  held  with  Chairman   Taliaferro,   Hearing 
Committee  presenting  the  facts  on   the  property   under 
discussion.      This  property  encompasses  the  Straight 
Theatre,    the  Masonic  buildings ,   various  shop  fronts  and 
the  plaza  area  behind  the   theatre  and  buildings .      After 
several   hearings  in   this   district,    the  Real   Estate  De- 
partment had  been  approached  and  requested   to  determine 
the  cost  of  the  buildings .      We  have  been  advised  by   the 
Real   Estate  Department   that   the  cost  of  the  property  is 
$200,000.      A  condition  has  been  placed  on   this  offer  by 
the  owners   that  it  be  accepted  by  February  14.      $82,000 
has  been  allocated  towards   this  purchase  from  the 
Haight  Beautification  program.      The  figure  of  $200,000 
does  not  include   the  cost  of  relocating  existing   tenants 
nor  does  it  include  the  cost  of  remodelling  the  building. 
The  Bureau  of  Architecture  has  requested  a  work  order  in 
the  amount  of  $5,000   to  cover  the  cost  of  estimating 
the  figure  required  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  buildings . 

The  meeting  was  formally  called  to  order  at  2:45pm.

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Director  Snipper  reported  on  a  meeting  he  attended  at   the 
offices  of  KQED  regarding  a  new  program  entitled  "Art  Beat" . 
The  Standard  Oil   Company  is   the  financial   sponsor  of  the 
program  and   they  have  asked   the  Art  Commission   to  serve  in 
an  advisory  role.      To  ensure  Art  Commission  involvement, 
$50,000  of  the   $100,000  grant  for   the  program  has  been 
credited  to   the  Art  Commission,   who  in   turn  requested  a 
matching  grant  from  the  California  State  Art  Commission 
in   the  amount  of  $25,000.      The  Standard  Oil   Co.    represen- 
tative has   insisted  that   the  Art  Commission  receive  recogn- 
ition on   the  program  each  week.      A  reception  will   be  held 
in   the  offices  of  KQED  on  March   4  and  invitations  will  be 
sent   to  all   Commissioners.

Commissioners   discussed   the  cost  figures   that  were  presented. 
Architect  member  Larry  Cannon   stated  that  he  felt   the  figures  were 
acceptable  for   the  Masonic  Hall  but  felt   that   the  figures   shown  for 
the  Straight   Theatre  were  not  high  enough  as  costs  were  not  indicated 
for  sound,    stage  lighting,    etc.      He   thought   that   they  represented 
only  one-half  or  one-third  of  what  would  be  required  to  make   the  faci- 
lity  usable. 

Chairman   Taliaferro  noted   that   the  purchase  price  of  $213,000 ,   plus 
relocation  costs  of  $150,000  plus  fix-up  costs  of  $318,690  brought 
the   total   cost   to   $671,690 .      The  existing  allocation  in   the  Haight 
of  $82,000   for  beautification  can  be  applied  to   this  cost.      Figures 
were  not  given  for   the  plaza   area.      The  figure  above   does  not  include 
remodelling  or  equipment.      To  date  we  have  received  $1,000 ,000  in 
revenue  sharing  money  and  have  already   committed  $720,000  for  six 
community  projects  leaving  $280,000 .      It  is   anticipated   that  we  will 
develop  centers  in   the  Mission,   South  of  Market,   Eureka   Valley,   Noe 
Valley  and  Visitacion  Valley  as  quickly  as  possible .      We  anticipate 
receiving  $500,000  in  July  of  this  year  and  an  additional   $500,000 
in  July,    1976. 

Chairman  Taliaferro  asked  for  an  expression  of  opinion  from  the 
commissioners  present. 

Commissioner  Asawa   stated   that  she  felt   the  question  of  community   con- 
trol  needed  to  be  settled. 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Director,   Steve  Goldstine,    responded  that  a 
set  of  guidelines  are  being  established;      these   guidelines   will   be 
universal   and  will   be  applied  to  all   centers. 

Discussion   ensued  regarding  control   of  facilities. 

Commissioner  Mayes  expressed  his   concern  over  the  amount  of  funds  now 
available  in  relationship  to   the  amount  required  for  acquisition  of 
the  Haight. 

Commission  Mayes  submitted  the  following  motion  which  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Callanan. 
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It  is  moved,  that  a  decision  on  the  acquisition  of  the  Straight 
Theatre  and  Masonic  Building  be  tabled  until  we  know  what  funds 
will  be  available   to   the  Art  Commission  on  July  1,    1975. 

The  motion  was  accepted  unanimously.

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT      -      for  meeting  of  August    4,    1975 


This  past  month  has  been   largely   devoted   to  our  Pops   concerts.      Seven 
of  our   8     concerts  were   completely  sold  out,   and   the   last   within   $1,000 
of  a   sell   out.      It  has  been  our  best   season   to  date. 

The  dates  for  our  1976   season  have  been  established.      The  series  will 
commence  on   Thursday,   July   8  and  end  on  Saturday,   July   31.      Unfortunately, 
due   to  a   prior  convention  booking,    the  series   will   be  interrupted  by 
a      weeks  break  in  mid  July. 


On  Monday  of  this  week  wer'e  informed   that   8  of  our  key   CETA  employees 
were   to  be   laid  off  because   they  earned  in  excess  of  $10,000  per  year. 
The  excess,   in   toto,   amounts   to   $6,000  annually.      This   would  have 
affected  such  key   positions  as   the   curator  of  our  gallery  and  the 
Coordinator  of  the  Street  Artist  Program.      We  appeared  at   the  Board  of 
Supervisor' s  hearing;      Supervisor  Mendelsohn   introduced  amendments    that 
kept   them  on   the  payroll,   but   reduced   their  salaries   to   the  $10,000 
level.      The  issue   involved  is   that   the  Federal   Government  establishes 
the  $10,000  ceiling.      Because   the  positions   were   tied   to  Civil   Service, 
and  because   the  City  granted  pay   raises   effective  July  1,    the  pay  scale 
climbed  an  average  of  $700  beyond   the  limit,   necessitating  an  appropria- 
tion from  ad   valorem   taxes   which   the  Supervisors   did  not  wish   to  grant.

MEMORANDUM  August   5,    1975

RE:     STATUS  OF  ART  COMMISSION  WORK 


Based  upon  the  assignments  given,  I  have  been  working  in  various 
areas  of  this  city  as  requested  by  the  Art  Commission.  Synopsis 
of  these  activities  are  as  follows: 

HAIGHT  AREA 

A  physical  survey  of  the  Haight  Area  from  Grove  to  Waller  Streets 
and  from  Stanyan  to  Central  Avenues  has  been  made.   One  possible 
site  has  been  located  at  1446  Haight  Street.   This  location  has 
been  referred  to  Mike  Catlett  for  determination  of  its  feasible 
use  for  the  Community  Cultural  Program  in  the  Haight.   This  loca- 
tion would  not  be  suitable  for  theatrical  production  but  might  be 
well  suited  for  classes,  studios  and  workshops.   This  facility  has 
one  major  drawback  in  that  it  is  occupied  by  three  commercial  en- 
terprises on  the  1st  floor  and  is  further  occupied  by  two  residents 
on  the  2nd  and  3rd  floors.   Thus,  the  relocation  costs  may  make 
the  location  too  costly  when  coupled  with  its  acquisition  cost. 

No  other  sites  in  the  Haight  Area  have  yet  been  uncovered,  but 
continued  review  of  this  area  will  be  made. 

NOE- EUREKA  VALLEY 

A  physical  survey  was  made  of  both  the  Eureka  and  Noe  Valleys.   The 
Eureka  Valley  survey  centered  around  Castro  Street  North- South 
from  Market  to  20th  Streets  and  East-West  from  Collingwood  to 
Church  Streets.   Two  possible  locations  were  found  in  this  area, 
but  because  of  Market  conditions,  one  sold  on  the  first  day  it  was 
offered  on  the  market  and  the  owner  of  the  other  has  decided  not 
to  sell.   Because  of  scarcity  and  demand  owners  must  be  contacted 
before  properties  go  on  the  market  if  a  deal  is  to  made  and  even 
then  it  is  problematical  of  completion. 

The  Noe  Valley  area  was  investigated  centering  around  24th  Street 
East-West  from  Diamond  to  Dolores  and  North-South  from  23rd  to  25th 
Streets.   No  physical  locations  were  found  in  this  area;  however, 
a  remote  possibility  was  examined  concerning  the  Lebanon  Presbytar- 
ian  Church  at  1021  Sanchez.   The  church  is  currently  xn  use  with  a 
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very  small  congregation  and  it  is  the  Church  Board's  sincere  belief 
that  it  can  be  resurrected  and  it  is  therefore  not  for  sale.   A 
second  potential,  the  Segundo  Batista  Mission,  is  being  checked  out 
by  the  District  Organizer  as  to  its  possibility. 

No  determinable  location  has  been  found  in  this  area;  however,  con- 
tinued liaison  is  being  maintained  with  the  District  Organizer, 
Leni  Sloan  and  a  continued  search  is  being  made. 

CHINATOWN- NORTH  BEACH  DISTRICT 

Several  locations  have  been  inspected,  including  the  American  Legion 
Cathay  Post  at  1524  Powell  Street  and  Fugazi  Hall  at  678  Green  Street 
and  Intersection  at  756  Union.   The  owners  of  both  the  Fugazi  Hall 
and  the  Cathay  Post  have  decided  that  they  do  not  wish  to  sell  their 
facilities.   Intersection,  owned  by  the  Methodist  Mission,  has  con- 
sidered a  proposal  that  the  Art  Commission  acquire  this  property 
has  met  with  a  favorable  response.   The  transaction  will  be  dependent 
upon  being  able  to  gain  access  from  the  backyard  to  the  street  for 
a  required  fire  exit  to  comply  with  code  requirements,  alternative 
methods  of  compliance  with  fire  code  requirements  are  also  under  in- 
vestigation. 

A  survey  was  made  of  the  general  North  Beach-Chinatown  Area  North- 
South  from  Chestnut  to  Vallejo  Streets  and  East-West  from  Grant  to 
Taylor  Streets  without  locating  other  specific  sites.   A  continued 
effort  in  this  area  will  be  made  if  the  acquisition  of  the  Intersec- 
tion property  proves  undesirable  and  returns  to  a  lease  status  on 
which  agreement  has  been  pretty  well  worked  out. 

CENTRAL  CITY 

A  survey  of  the  Central  City  to  find  a  replacement  site  for  Hospi- 
tality House  has  been  made.   The  area  reviewed  North- South  from 
McAllister  to  Bush  Streets  and  East-West  from  Polk  to  Taylor  Streets. 
Also  the  Goodman  Building  was  reviewed  upon  staff  request.   The  costs 
to  rehabilitate  the  latter  were  found  to  be  greater  than  the  possi- 
bility of  available  funds.   There  are  many  properties  available  in 
this  area,  but  they  have  been  found  to  be  of  such  character  thd:  the 
cost  of  conversion  would  be  excessive. 

A  continued  search  will  be  made  to  locate  a  structure  where  code 
compliance  with  public  assemblage  will  not  be  prohibitive. 
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VISITACION  VALLEY 

A  field  survey  was  made  of  the  Visitacion  Valley  and  particularly 
of  commercial  property  on  Hahn  and  Sunnydale  Avenues.   Two  store 
fronts  were  found  to  be' vacant  and  appeared  available  on  Hahn  Street, 
but  upon  further  investigation  as  to  the  availability  of  this  prop- 
erty, it  was  found  the  store  fronts  were  in  the  same  ownership  and 
the  property  was  in  the  process  of  a  foreclosure.   Work  on  one  of 
these  two  locations  is  held  up  until  the  title  becomes  settled,  but 
contact  with  both  parties  to  the  litigation  has  been  made  advising 
them  of  our  interest. 

A  possibility  was  found  in  property  owned  by  the  City  and  used  for 
Visitacion  Valley  Community  Center.   The  problems  involved  with  this 
property  were  discussed  with  Irwin  McJunkins,  District  Organizer  for 
the  area.   The  principal  problem  is  one  of  local  politics.   He  is 
endeavoring  to  make  a  determination  of  the  feasibility  of  the  Art 
Commission  s  involvement  and  ability  to  deal  with  the  opposing  factions 
involved. 

RICHMOND  DISTRICT 

A  field  survey  of  the  Richmond  District  has  been  made.   Looking  first 
in  the  area  bounded  East-West  by  Arguello  Blvd.  and  30th  Ave.  and 
North- South  from  Anza  to  Lake  with  particular  attention  paid  to 
Clement,  California  and  Geary  Streets.   No  feasible  locations  have 
been  found  available.   A  pos  sib  lis  but  poorer  location  was  found  in 
the  outer  Balboa,  known  as  the  Opera  Variety  Theatre  at  3944  Balboa. 
Buriel  Clay,  District  Organizer  for  the  Richmond  area,  was  consulted 
regarding  the  feasibility  of  the  location  and  he  is  to  check  with 
the  community  to  see  if  its  use  might  be  possible.   Continued  field 
survey  will  be  made  of  this  district  in  an  effort  to  locate  a  site 
more  centrally  located  to  the  area. 

SOUTH  OF  MARKET 

A  field  survey  has  been  made  of  the  area  between  Market  Street  and 
Townsend  Street  from  10th  to  the  Embarcadero.   No  sites  were  developed 
bv  this  field  survey.   A  couple  of  small  parcel  sales  have  taken  place 
£t  SosV of  the parties  I   the  market  are  too  large  and  expensive 
to  be  feasible.   Smaller  properties  of  under  10,000  square  feet  are 
in  high  demand. 

rrvncidpration  was  given  to  combine  the  warehouse  location  desired  and 
the  SoSh  S  Cket  Cultural  Facility.   A  discussion  concerning  this 
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possibility  was  made  with  Russel  Robles,  District  Organizer,  and  he 
felt  that  if  the  proper  structure  can  be  found,  this  would  be  desir- 
able.  Continued  efforts  .will  be  made  in  this  area  together  with 
efforts  by  the  District  Organizer  to  look  for  a  suitable  site.   A 
number  of  realtors  have  been  contacted  and  it  is   expected  that  the 
combined  effort  will  be  successful. 


OCEAN  VIEW  DISTRICT 


A  survey  along  19th  Avenue,  Randolph  Street  and  Broad  Street  has 
produced  no  tentative  locations.   A  discussion  was  held  with  Irwin 
McJunkins,  District  Organizer,  as  to  any  community  input  regarding 
this  area.   No  suggestions  as  to  possible  sites  has  been  forthcoming 
from  the  community. 

This  area  has  a  very  small  percentage  of  commercial  area  and  a  very 
low  vacancy  factor  and  will  be  difficult  to  find  a  suitable  site 
within  the  narrow  confines  of  the  Oceanview  District.   Continued  in- 
terplay between  the  community,  the  District  Organizer  and  our  office 
may  uncover  a  suitable  location. 

MISSION  DISTRICT 

Precita  Center-field  survey  and  examination  of  Precita  Center  were 
made  and  reported  previously.   It  is  anticipated  that  following  the 
determination  by  engineers  and  architects,  more  work  may  be  done  at 
this  location. 

Community  Music  Center-a  field  survey  was  made  of  the  Community 
Music  Center  and  the  adjoining  property  and  upon  investigation,  a 
determination  was  made  that  the  adjoining  property  owner  did  not 
want  to  sell.   Thus  it  would  take  condemnation  action  to  acquire 
this  property  for  the  expansion  of  the  Community  Music  Center  and 
would"  require  the  displacement  of  two  families.   Advice  was  given 
by  the  Art  Commission  staff  that  such  action  was  undesirable,  and 
the  project  has  been  dropped. 

Mission  Community  Center-a  field  survey  has  been  made  of  these  prem- 
ises  and  when  presentation  has  been  concluded  and  direction  established, 
an  agreement  will  be  sought  thereby  to  enter  into  a  rental  agreement 
of  a  portion  of  this  property. 

455  Valencia-agreement  for  purchase  of  this  property  has  been  reached 
with  the  owners  of  this  property.   A  Negative  Declaration  of  Environ- 
mental Impact  has  been  obtained  from  the  Planning  Dept.  and  clearance 
of  conformity  with  Master  Plan  has  been  accomplished,  legislation 
will  be  forthcoming  for  acquisition  of  this  property  in  the  very  near 
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future-the  expectancy  is  completion  this  month. 

Warehouse-a  field  survey'  was  made  to  determine  the  possibility  of 
placing  the  warehouse  location  in  the  easterly  portion  of  the  Mission 
District  and  a  field  survey  was  made  East-West  from  Capp  Street  to 
Potrero  Avenue  and  North-South  from  14th  to  23rd  Streets.  Several 
possibilities  were  checked  out  and  discounted.   One  that  may  still 
remain  feasible  is  the  Lachman  Bros,  property  at  151  Capp  Street. 
They  desire  to  sell  this  warehouse  and  parking  lot  as  one  parcel; 
whereas,  we  are  only  interested  in  the  warehouse  portion.   They  agreed 
that  they  would  expose  it  to  the  market  as  a  whole  and  if  they  did  not 
get  any  takers,  they  would  consider  separating  the  warehouse  away  from 
the  parking  lot  and  selling  each  separate.   If  they  decide  to  do  so 
they  will  advise  us. 

762  Fulton-will  send  to  Planning  for  E.I.R.  and  Master  Plan  approval 
when  we  receive  warrant  for  $85.00.   Should  have  it  within  a  week. 

Potrero  Hill-waiting  for  plans  and  specs  from  Seth  Curlin,  Architect, 
so  lease  can  be  prepared. 

SPECIAL  REVIEWS 

Soto  Mission-the  mission  is  located  on  Bush  Street  between  Octavia  and 
Laguna  Streets  and  was  referred  to  Martin  Snipper  by  John  Beckham  for 
consideration  for  a  possible  Community  Cultural  Facility  for  the 
Pacific  Heights  Neighborhood.   A  review  was  made  of  the  structure 
which  was  originally  built  as  a  Synagog  and  is  now  used  as  a  Japanese 
Buddhist  Mission.   The  property  is  located  within  the  Western  Addition 
A-2  Redevelopment  project  area.   It  is  owned  by  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  and  could  be  purchased  for  approximately  $40,000.   They  have 
estimated  for  normal  rehabilitation  of  the  structure  it  would  cost  ap- 
proximately $140,000.   However,  for  the  type  of  use  that  the  Art  Com- 
mission would  use  the  property  for,  it  would  cost  more  nearly  $200,000 
to  rehabilitate.   A  report  of  these  costs  and  discussion  of  the  possible 
acquisition  was  orally  given  to  Martin  Snipper  who  felt  that  the  current 
acquisition  of  Fulton  Street  property  did  not  warrant  further  consider- 
ation of  this  site  in  light  of  the  limited  funds  available. 

Everyman  Theatre-upon  request  of  the  Art  Commission  staff  an  investi- 
gation was  made  of  the  Everyman  Theatre  at  24th  and  Mission  Streets 
and  it  was  found  that  the  owners  of  this  theatre  have  not  to  this 
point  indicated  a  receptiveness  for  any  consideration  by  the  Art 
Commission.   Their  interests  and  use  of  the  property  do  not  appear 
to  have  any  community  ties. 
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MEMORANDUM   (continued)  August   5,    1975 


Mural  at  24th  and  Mission-an  agreement  was  obtained  with  the  owners 
of  the  property  on  2777-79  Mission  Street  and  BART  and  the  mural  has 
been  placed  thereon. 

273  Page  Street-an  agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  owners  of  the 
property  for  the  execution  of  a  mural  on  the  westerly  wall  thereof. 

1137  Howard  Street-attempts  thus  far  to  meet  with  the  owners  of  this 
property  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  a  mural  on  the  wall  thereof 
have  not  met  with  success.   They  have  been  approached  over  the  last 
two  years  by  various  people  regarding  mural  possibilities  and  are 
now  difficult  to  approach. 

South  San  Francisco  Opera  House-the  Planning  Department  has  advised 
that  work  on  this  facility  will  be  completed  by  the  first  part  of 
next  year.

Commissioner  Coppola   suggested   that   this  be  sent   to  City  Magazine  also. 


NEW   BUSINESS 

President  Zellerbach  announced  that  he  would  be  in   Washington,    from 
September  28  for  approximately   ten  days. 

President  Zellerbach  designated  Commissioner  Mayes  as   Chairman  for   the 
next  meeting  to  be  held  on  October  6. 

Commissioner  McCormick  expressed  his   dissatisfaction  with  decisions 
currently  being  made  by   the  Planning  Commission  who  are  encroaching 
on  Art  Commission  matters,    in   violation  of  the  Charter.      This   should 
be  dealt  with  before  it  gets  out  of  control.      The  Planning  Commission 
should  be  contacted,    officially,   and  asked   to  cease  interfering  in 
things   that  do  not  come   under   their  jurisdiction. 
Director  Snipper  is   to  set  a  meeting  with  Dean  Maoris   to  discuss   this.

DIRECTOR ' S     REPORT 


Tickets  have  gone  on  sale  for  our  Kappa-za  Performance.      You  may  have  noted  the 
full  page  spread  in   the  Examiner,   Monday,   August  25th.      With   the  Japanese 
Community  guaranteeing  our   two  Sunday  performances,   and  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department' s  indicated  sale  of  1,000   tickets,   we  should  have  no   trouble 
selling  out  our  performances.      We  anticipate  breaking  even  or  even  making  a 
small  profit. 


Our  dates  for   the  1976  Pops  Concerts  have  been  established,   and  we  hope   to 
schedule  nine    (9)    concerts   with  a  necessary  week's  break    (because  of  an 
Auditorium  committment)    in   the  middle  of  the  series.      However,    the  orchestra' s 
scheduling  may   yet  present  a   difficulty.      The  problem  is   to  fit  inour  series  with 
their  in-school  program  and   the  developing  Concord  series.      This  matter  should  be 
resolved  by  our  next  meeting. 


As  of  this  moment,    the  CETA  problem  has  not  been  resolved.      It  is  necessary  for 

us   to  reclassify  eight    (8)    positions  in  order  to  bring  them  under  the  $10,000 

per  annum  limit.      We  are  putting  in  a   supplemental   request  for   two    (2)   positions 

(the  street  artist  coordinator  and  the  conservator)    because   these  positions 

have,    in  effect,   been  mandated  by   city  ordinances   -   that  which  makes   us  responsible  for 

licensing  artists  and  that  which  makes  us  responsible  for  maintaining  public 

works  of  art.      The  Board  of  Supervisors  have   until  September  1   to  act   upon   this 

issue. 


At   the  request  of  the  ACA,   we  will  be  hosting  a  seminar  November  20-22  of  the 

thirty  major  art  commissions  in   the  Country  -   those  which  ACA  considers   to  be 

the  "super-agencies" .      I  will  keep  you  informed  and  hope   that  many  of  you  will  plan   to 

attend  some  of  the  sessions.      I  enclose  a  preliminary  announcement  of  the  event. 


Commissioner  Cannon  has   drafted  a  new  statement  of  procedure  for   the  Civic 
Design  Committee .      The  Committee  has  accepted  it  and  it  is  in   the  process  of 
being  reproduced  and  disseminated  to   those  concerned.      A  copy  is  enclosed  for 
your  information. 


We  are  moving  ahead  with  plans  for   the  Art  Commission's  Bicentennial   Project.      We 
have  discussed   the  project  with  numerous  people  and  have  uniformly  met  with 
enthusiastic  response.      Chuck  Dillingham,   General  Manager  of  the  ACT  has  offered 
to  help  us  budget  our  productions.      Kevin  Starr,   City  Librarian  and  Jim  Holiday, 
Executive  Director  of  the  California  Historical      Society  have  offered   to  delineate 
those  historical   issues   that  will   serve  as   the   theme  for  our  writers. 

It  is  our  hope   that  we  may  retain   the  services  of  Arnold  Weinstein  as  Artistic 
Director  and  Coordinator  of  the  Project.      In  my  last  report  I  gave  you 
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background  material   on  Mr.    Weinstein. 

In  our  discussions ,   Mr.    Weinstein  has  listed  the  following  23  writers   whom  he 
knows  and  feels  he  can   draw  into   the  project,   apart  from  his  personal  involvement 
as  writer  and  coordinator:

He  is   to  write   the  framework   that  will   contain   the  works  of  the   twenty-three 
(listed  above)    who  will  be  contributing  to   the  American  History  project.      It 
will   be  kind  of  a   giant  soap  opera  in   the  sense   that  it  will   deal  with   the  personal 
dilemas  behind  the  great  public  issues,   as  a   continuous  record  of  our  country's 
evolution.      He  will   write   the  continuity  between  each  playwright' s  scene.      This 
scenario  will  be  set  against  great  public  debates  from  each  period.      These  in   turn 
will  be  set  in   counterpoint  against  humorous  commentaries  on   the  times  by  such  authors 
as   Twain,   Bl&rce,   Will  Rogers,    W.C.    Fields,   Benchley ,   etc.      There  will   also  be  a  musical 
commentary ,   songs  of  each  period  in  collage,   a  stanza  here,   a   stanza   there,    to  sum  up 
musically   the  mind  of  the  period. 

After  negotiating  with   their  agents,    Weinstein  is   to  consult  with  each  writer 
concerning  their  contribution   to   the  whole.      For   these  writers  will   be  doing   that  which 
has  never  been   done  before  in   the  history  of  theatre:      all   twenty-three  writers, 
individually   famous  in   their  own  right,    will   be  contributing   to  a   collective  work, 
namely   this   theatrical   retrospective  of  America.      The  coordination  of  this  collective 
effort  will    thus  entail   much   telephoning  and  much  writing.      It  will  be   tricky. 
Weinstein  will  have   to  explain   to  each  writer  what  each  of  the  other  writers  is  doing 
in  order   to  guarantee  not  only   that  each  part  will   contribute   to  a   felt   unity,   but 
to  insure  a   variety  of  content,    concept,   and   tone. 

Hopefully,   he  will  also  be  involved  in  casting.      We  hope   to  rein  on  San  Francisco 
talent,   augmented  by  national   stars  when  possible.      This  will  not  only  be  helpful   at 
the  box  office,   but  will   generate  energy  and  enthusiasm  in   the  cast.      People  who 
have  worked  with  Weinstein  in   the  past  and  who  have  achieved  national   recognition, 
and  on  whom  he  can  call   with  ease  are,   for  example:      Estelle  Parsons    (Academy  Award  for 
"Bonnie  and  Clyde" ;  Gene  Wilder,      "Blazing  Saddles" ,    "Young  Frankenstein" ; 
Barbara  Harris,    "Nashville"   and  Broadway  leads,    "A   Thousand  Clowns";   Avery  Schreiber, 
of'Burns  and  Schreiber" ;    Valerie  Harper,    lead  in   "Rhoda"   on  serialized  television. 

We  also  hope   to  draw  upon  our  ethnic  communities  and  develop  new  talents  in 
workshops . 

Questions  as   to  staging,    direction,    etc.    are   to  be  resolved  and  are  contingent 
upon   the  scripts  we  receive. 

We  have  abandoned  the  idea  of  using   the  Orpheum  Theatre  because  its   size  is 
unsympathetic  to  our  endeavors.      The  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  has  sent   us   their 
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schedule  for   that  1,000  seat  auditorium  and  we  will  be  required   to  work  around 
their  committments.      At   the  moment  we  can  have   the  months  of  July,   August  and 
September ;   most  of  June  and  lesser  days  in  prior  months.      We  are  exploring  all 
theatrical  possiblities. 

James  Schevill,    formerly  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Poetry  Center  and 

currently  a  Professor    at  Brown  University,   is  revising  his  play  on  Emperor  Norton 

into  a  musical   which  will  be  sandwiched  into  our  other  plays  and  serve  as  a  San 

Francisco  Theme.      Music  forit  may  be  written  by  John  Handy , whom  many  of  you  know 

as  a  prominent  jazz  musician  and   the  composer  of  a  Concerto  for  saxaphone  and  orchestra 

which  he  wrote  for   the  Art  Commission  several   years  ago  and  performed  with  Arthur 

Fiedler. 


Obviously   there  is  much   to  do,   much   to  investigate,   and  much   to  prepare.      In  order 
to  move   things  along  I   think  it  important   that  we  initiate  some  activities.      To 
this  end,   I  am  proposing  that  we  allocate  $5,000   to  retain      the  services  of  Mr. 
Neinstein.      As  outlined  above,   he  is   to  prepare  a   script,    contact  writers,    etc. 
Meanwhile,    the  Art  Commission  should  place  a  hold  on  available  dates  at   the  Palace 
of  Fine  Arts,   or  whatever   theatre  we  decide   upon.      This  will   serve   to  start  the 
program.      At   the  next  meeting,   I  hope   to  offer  a  budget  which  will   reflect 
honorariums    (as  distinguished  from  fees)    to  compensate  those  writers  who  have 
committed  themselves   to  our  project,   and  at  subsequent  meetings  I  will  be  presenting 
budgets   for  the  presentation  of  the  events   themselves.      Because   the  events  we  project 
are   unique  and  contain  a  number  of  unknown  factors,   we  cannot  offer  a   total   budget 
at   this   time,   but  must   take  it  step  by  step. 

The  funding  I  will  be  asking  for  will  be  sufficient   to  mount  one  production  and 
to  prepare  for   the  ensuing  ones.      We  hope   that   the  revenue  we  generate  from  one  will 
fund  the  next,    etc.      We   think   the  project   unusual   and  unique  and  so   the   usual 
procedure  for  development  of  budgets   cannot  be  followed.      What  we  are  offering 
herein,   is   to  our   thinking,   a   cautious  and  conservative  approach   to  a   complex  program. 


RESOLVED,    at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Art  Commission,    that   the  Director  be  empowered 
to  retain   the  services  of  Arnold  Weinstein,    for   the  sum  of  $5,000  which  shall 
include  all  expenses,   and  that  said  services  shall  include   the  preparation 
of  a   script   ,   negotiation   for   the  services  of  other  writers  and  performing 
personnel,   and  other  related  and  consultive  activities;   and  that   the   term  of 
services   shall   be  for  a  period  of  two  months,   subject   to  further  discussion  with   the 
Mayor.

MCLAREN  PARK  SITE  CONSIDERATIONS 


1.  The  Park  is  very  natural  in  character  with  steep  rolling  hills 
in  many  areas.   Few  areas  of  flat  land  are  available  for  place- 
ment of  the  monument  without  extensive  reshaping  of  the  land  forms. 
Care  should  be  taken  to  design  the  monument  to  be  of  appropriate 
size  for  the  Park  and  in  sympathy  with  its  natural  character. 

2.  The  existing  eucalyptus  and  pine  trees,  planted  in  groves  through- 
out the  Park,  are  a  great  asset.   The  monument  should  be  placed 

and  designed  to  avoid  removal  of  any  trees. 

3„   Some  of  the  greatest  features  of  the  Park  are  the  views  of 
the  City  from  various  points.   Placement  of  the  monument  should 
not  block  these  important  views. 

4.  Many  areas  of  the  Park,  especially  the  top  portions,  are  exposed 
and  quite  windy.  Care  should  be  taken  in  the  siting  and  landscaping 
to  provide  wind  protection  for  visitors  to  the  monument. 

5.  Small  two-storey  homes  surround  the  Fark  on  its  north,  easr  and 
west  edges.   Siting  of  the  monument  should  consider  the  visual 
impact  on  these  adjacent  areas  as  well  as  the  impact  of  large  num- 
bers of  people  visiting  the  monument. 

6.  An  existing  water  tower  is  located  on  a  hill  at  the  western 
edge  of  the  Park.   Since  it  is  a  tall  object,  care  should  be  taken 
not  to  place  the  monument  close  to  this  hill. 

7.  Many  people  will  visit  the  monument.   Provisions  must  be  made 
in  the  site  planning  to  accommodate  automobile  and  bus  parking. 

8.  Because  of  the  natural  character  of  the  Park,  materials  and 
colors  for  tne  monument  must  be  carefally  selected. 

9.  Because  of  the  natural  character  of  McLaren  Park  with  its 
limited  areas  of  level  ground,  serious  consideration  should  be 
given  to  reducing  the  monument's  size  and  treating  it  more  sculp- 
turally to  better  express  the  idea  and  emotions  of  peace  in  a 
modern  context. 


With  the  recent  hiring  of  the  CETA  Manpower  employees, 
the  personnel  strength  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  is  the 
highest  that  it  has  ever  been.   The  program  is  hampered 
however,  by  inadequate  amounts  of  technical  equipment,  which 
severely  limit  both  the  number  of  community  requests  which 
can  be  adequately  handled,  and  also  the  benefits  to  be  gained 
by  an  increase  in  personnel. 

These  equipment  requests  cover  two  major  areas,  the 
community  at  large,  and  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Theatre.   The 
equipment  for  the  community  at  large  consists  of  a  number  of 
sound  and  lighting  packages  which  would  give  the  program  the 
capacity  to  handle  large  outdoor  concerts  such  as  the  Blues 
Festival,  when  all  the  equipment  is  used  together,  all  but  the 
most  elaborate  dance  lighting,  and  in  individual  packages 
would  give  three  usable,  quality  light  and  sound  systems 
simultaneously. 

The  equipment  for  the  Theatre  consists  essentially  of  a 
lighting  control  system,  additional  lighting  instruments,  a 
lighting  grid  for  hanging  instruments,  and  a  42  circuit  cable 
system  with  patch  bay.   The  equipment  estimates  also  include 
enough  flameproof  duvetyn  to  adequately  curtain  the  performing  space,

director's  report 


Our  presentation  of  the  Kappa-Za  Childrens   Theatre  was  received  with 
enthusiasm  by   the  thousands  of  children  who  attended   this  past  Saturday 
and  Sunday,    October   25  and  26.      Three  of  our  four  presentations  were 
sold  out.      It  was  a   delightful   event  which  involved  the  children  in 
the  stage  activity.       (I  noted  that  Commissioners  Callanan  and  Asawa  at- 
tended.       They  might  wish   to  add  their  impression  of  the  event) .      We  have 
not  yet  received  a   final   accounting  from  the  Box  Offices,   nor  have  we 
paid  all   our  bills   -  but  every  indication  is   that  we  broke  even  and  per- 
haps will   show  a   few  hundred  dollars  profit. 

The  Kappa-Za   group  has  a   repertoire  of  28  pieces   that  extend  from   tra- 
ditional  Japanese  folk   tales   to  European  stories,   such  as   Treasure 
Island  and   the  Ugly  Duckling.      It  is  particularly  effective  with   the 
younger  children   the   3   to   7  or  8  age  group  -  a   group   that  has   very 
little  going  for  it  on   the  stage.      We  would  hope   that   they  return  and 
that  we  may  again  have   the  opportunity  of  presenting   them. 


Our  1976  Pops   concert  dates  have  now  been  established.      Our  first  concert 
will  be     on   Tuesday,   July   6   -    (hopefully  an   "Americana"   event   -   consistent 
with   the   time),    and  will   run   3  weeks   -   the  final   concert  on  Saturday, 
July   24. 


We  want   to  call   your  attention   to   three   charter  amendments   that  will 
affect  our  Commission. 

Proposition  C     -  will  permit   the  head  of  a   department   to   transfer  funds 
from  one  account  into  another    (up   to  10%)    -  with   the  approval   of  the 
Commission.      This  will  permit  us   greater  flexibility  in  our  operation. 
As   you  may  know,    we  work  on  a   line  item  budget   that  is  rigid  and  does 
not  allow  for  the  shifting  of  funds.      As  a  result,   if  the  Art  Commission 
has  a   shortage  in  its   telephone  account   -it  must  go  for  a   supplemental 
appropriation,    even   though  it  may  have  a   surplus   in  another  account. 
This  proposition  does  not  allow  the   use  of  such  funds  for  personnel. 
We   urge   your  support. 

Proposition  H  -  requires   that  all   Commissioners  present  at  a  meeting 
must   vote  on   every  matter   -   unless  excused  by  a  majority  of   the  Commission. 
Therefore,   no  abstentions  are  possible   unless  granted  by   your  fellow 
Commissioners .      It  is  possible,   however,    to  excuse  oneself  from  a  meeting 
and  not  be  present  at  a  particular   time. 

Proposition  F  -   amends   the  charter  section.      We  have  inquired  of  the  City 
Attorney  whether   the  significance  of  this  proposition   -  particularly 
8.105-1   will  permit  Art  Commission  architects   to  accept   city  jobs   -  since 
the  job  assignment  does  not  originate  with   the  Art  Commission.    He  has  said 
that  it  would  seem  so,   but  it  will   be  clarified  by  a   subsequent  city  ordinance 
that  is   yet   to  be  passed. 
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Assuming  that  our  architects  will   be  eligible  for  city  work,   I  was  par- 
ticularly  concerned  about  Proposition  H  -  and  how  it  would  affect  a 
submission   to   the  Civic  Design  Committee. 


The  Smithsonian  Institute  will   be  presenting  a  series  of  events  in  San 
Francisco  in  November.      Among  the  events  scheduled  are  an  exhibit  of 
French  Royal   jewels.      They  will  be  shown   -  not  as   the  jewelry  of 
Marie  Antoinette,   for  example,    but  as   gems   -  and  will   be  exhibited  at 
the  Museum  of  Natural   History. 

Another  program  scheduled  is   "Music  and  Dance  from  the  Age  of  Jefferson" . 
It  will   be  given  at   the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts   on  November  29  and  30,    utiliz- 
ing 18th  century  insttuments  from  the  Smithsonian  Collection. 

We  have  been  asked   to  handle   the  publicity  for   the  musical   event  and  we 
have  been  more   than  happy   to  provide   the  services  of  our  CETA  publicist, 
Mrs.    Starry   Skinner.      The  Smithsonian  will  provide   $400.    to  cover  out  of 
pocket  expenses,    in  connection  with   the  project. 


Vie  will   be  acting  as   host  city  for  an  Invitational   Seminar  conducted  by 
the  Associated  Council   on   the  Arts.      It  is  a  highly  restricted  affair, 
being  limited   to   the   30  major  arts  agencies  or  commissions  in   the  country. 
(The  reason  offered  is   that  at  national  meetings,    these   30  important 
agencies  give  leadership   to   the   thousand  and  more  smaller  agencies.      This 
is  an  attempt   to  be  of  service   to   the   larger  groups) .      Among  those  attending 
the  Conference  on  November   20   -   22  at   the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Art  will 
be   the  Directors  of  agencies  and  commissions  from  Seattle,   New  Haven,    Tulsa, 
St.    Louis,   New  York  City,   Anchorage,    St.    Paul,   Boston,   New  Orleans, 
Philadelphia,    Cleveland,    Baton  Rouge,    Oklahoma  City,    etc. 


We  are  proceeding  with  plans   for  our   theatre  project.      We  have  been  meeting 
with  Arnold  Weinstein  who  was   commissioned  by   the  Art  Commission   to  draft 
a  proposal   and  to  contact   the  writers.      Weinstein  has  brought  into  our 
planning  group,   Dr.    Ron  Mellor   to  act  as  an  associate  producer.      Attached 
is  a   copy  of  our  proposal. 

Writers  on   the  attached  list  have  'been  contacted  and  have  all   indicated 

that   they  are  interested  in  participating  in   the  project.      I  would  like 

to  point  out   that   they  are  not  only  interested,   but  enthusiastic. 

Murray  Schisgal   for  example,    writes  "I  am  very  excited  about   the  Bicentennial 

Project.      I   think   the  idea  brilliant" ,   while  Robert  Montgomery  says   "Thanks 

for  letting  me  in  on   this".      Again,    Terry  Southern  writes  "Many   thanks  for 

your  generous  invitation   to  contribute   to  your  ambitious  project" . 
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Quite  apart  from  the  artists  involvement,    you  will   note  in   the  proposal 
a  partial   list  of  scholars  who  also  have  become  involved  as  consultants. 
In  addition,   we  have   the  professional   advise  of  Chuck  Dillingham,    General 
Manager  of  A.C.T.      We  enclose  his   letter  by   way  of  indicating  his  interest 
in  our  project. 

It  is  obviously  impossible   to  arrive  at  a  precise  budget  for   the  production 
of  a  play   until   such   time  as  we  have  a  script  in  hand,   but   upon  professional 
advise    (Chuck  Dillingham,   etc.)    we  are  informed   that  we  do  have  sufficient 
funds   to  commission  scripts  for   the  first   two  plays  and   to  produce   the 

first  play. 

Commissioner  Cannon  has   expressed  concern  about  our  manpower  needs.      We 
think   they  are  sufficient   to  accomplish  our  immediate  purpose.      Presently, 
in   terms  of  planning,   and   the  initial   steps   required,   we  have  more   than 
adequate  staff  considering  that  many  skilled  and  talented  CETA   employees 
are  available. 

At   that  point  when  we  enter  into  production,   our  professional  manpower 
needs  will  be  reflected  in   the  budget   that  will  be  presented  to   the 
Commission.      Even   then,   a  portion  will  be  offset  by  CETA. 

I  shall  be  introducing   the  following  resolution  at   the  meeting  which  will 
permit   us   to   enter  into  contract  with   ten  writers  who  will   each  prepare 
a  script  for  our  first   two  plays.      Each  is   to  receive   $750.      $375.00  as 
an  initial  payment  and  $375.    upon   completion  and  delivery  of  a   script. 
The  City  Attorney  will  prepare   the  contract. 

Resolved   that  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Art  Commission   the  Director  is 
hereby  authorized   to  enter  into  contract  with  such  writers  as  deemed 
necessary  for   the  preparation  of  scripts  as  required.      Each  such  writer 
shall   receive  a  sum  of  $750  for   their  services.

DIRECTOR'S   REPORT 

The  Director  did  not  offer  a  report   this  month. 

The  week  prior  to  Thanksgiving  was  occupied  in  hosting  and  attending 
meetings  of  the  countries  major  art   agencies .      Apart  from  this,   our 
activities  were  confined  to  seeking  implementation  of  programs  -   the 
drafting  of  new  street   artist  regulations ,   drafting  of  writers  con- 
tracts   (the  American  History  Project) ,   and  consideration  of  soloists 
and  programs  for  our   "Pops"   concerts,   etc. 


VISUAL  ARTS  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Ruth  Asawa 

1.  Fire  Engine   #13  (previously  #1)    —  discussions  have  been  held 

with  the  Fire  Department.      The  most  desired  art   work  is   the  creation 
of  an   emblem  for  all   stations.      Ms.   Asawa  proposed  that  a   design  be 
made.      The  Bureau  of  Architecture  has  funds  for  the  proposed  study. 
Artists  will   be  contacted. 

Discussion  followed  on  the  situation  of  the  Fire  Engine  §13  building. 
Director  Snipper  was  asked  to  follow  up  on   this  item. 
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2.  Report  by  Commissioner  Martinez  on   the  status  of  the  murals 
being  executed  in  Mexico  for  the  General   Hospital   Project.      The 
murals  are  completed ,   but  because   the  San  Francisco  Contractor 
died,    unexpected  complications  have  arisen.      The  Visual  Arts 
Committee  will   explore   the  matter  with  city  officials ,   as   to   the  best 
manner  of  handling  the  payment   for  the  murals  which  are   to  be  shipped 
to  San  Francisco. 

3.  Chairman  Asawa  presented  cartoons  of  murals   to  be  painted  in 
the  Sunnydale  Housing  Project.

5)  Chairman  Asawa   announced   the  next   show  in   the  Capricorn  Asunder 

Gallery;      the  works  of  Carraway  and  Clare  Ernst  Struble  will   be  on  dis- 
play from  December  8  through  December  26.      The  preview     will   be  held 
Friday,   December  5  from  7   -  10pm   —  all   Commissioners  are  invited  to 
attend.

CIVIC  DESIGN  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  David  Mayes 

Report  on  sub~missions  received  and  reviewed  by   the  Civic  Design 
Committee  at   its  meeting  of  November  17 ,   1975,   was  presented  by 
Chairman  Mayes;      this  report  is  hereby  incorporated  into   these 
minutes  and  a   copy,   giving  all   details,   resolution  numbers,   etc., 
is  attached  hereto. 


COMMITTEE  ON  COMMUNITY  CULTURAL  FACILITIES   -   Chairman  Ray   Taliaferro 

Chairman   Taliaferro  reported  on   the  status  of  acquisition  of  facilities. 
To  date  approximately   $1 ,425,000  has  been   requested  from  the  appro- 
priation for   these  facilities . 

1.  Western  Addition  center  at  762  Fulton  Street  was  transferred  to 
the  Art  Commission  on  November  25,  1975  -  cost  involved  $385,000.  The 
community  will   be  able   to  move  into  the  building  on  January  15,   1976. 

2.  Potrero  Hill   -   $75,000  designated.      This  project  has  been  held 
up  as  Supervisor  Nelder  had  requested  an  opinion  from  the  City  Attorney 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  City  could  spend  funds  on  a  facility  that  is 
owned  by  a   religious  institution.      Until   this  written  opinion  is  re- 
ceived  the  Board  of  Supervisors  cannot  approve   this  proposed  expendi- 
ture. 

3.  Intersection   -   $140,000  designated  for  this  property.      The 
Board  of  Supervisors  have  held   this  up  due   to   the  report   from  the  Fire 
Department.      The  Fire  Commission  is  considering  a   variance  so   that   the 
project  can  be  completed . 

4.  Hospitality  House   -   $16,000  allocated  over  a   two   year  period. 
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5.  Mission  District   -   $83,500  for  property  at   455  Valencia  Street. 
Acquisition  of  this  property  has  been  delayed  due   to   the  fact   that   there 
was  a  fire  on   the  premises.      Investigations  are  being  conducted   through 
the  Real   Estate  Department  and  the  insurance  companies  involved. 
Precita   Center  is   under  investigation;      also,    the  Casa   Building  on 

Capp  Street   -   for  possible  rehabilitation  of  the   theatre. 

6.  Hunters  Point-Bayview  District   -   $162,000  allocated  to   the  re- 
modelling of  the  South  San  Francisco  Opera  House.      The  building  should 
open  approximately  January  1976. 

7.  Chinatown   -   $150,000  which  covers  a   15   year  lease  at   the  Chinese 
Cultural   Center. 

8.  Visitation  Valley  -  property  being  checked  by   the  Real   Estate 
Department . 

9.  Noe   Valley  and  Eureka   Valley  areas  are   under  investigation. 

10.  Haight  Ashbury   -  Straight   Theatre  was  not  a  feasible  purchase. 
The  Committee  is  planning  to  meet   and  discuss  alternatives. 

11.  Richmond  District   is   under  investigation. 

12.  Sunset  District   is   under  investigation. 

13.  South  of  Market   -   934  Brannan   Street   —  request  for  release  of 
$229,850  will   be  submitted   to   the  Board  of  Supervisors   this  week  for 
purchase  of  this  property. 

14.  Exploratorium  -   $75,000. 

Other  costs  include  request  for  purchase  of  equipment ,   fees   to  Real 
Estate  Department  and  architectural   fees. 

Chairman   Taliaferro  commended   the  Commission  on  following  through  on 
this  program  to  the  limit  of  its  responsibility .      He  stressed  this  last 
point   forcefully  and  repeatedly  because   there  have  been  implications 
that   the  Art  Commission  was  dragging  its  feet.      The  Art  Commission  has 
fulfilled  its  role  consistant  with   the  expressed  desires  of  community 
groups  and  its  mandate.      Delay  has  not  been   that  of  the  Art  Commission, 
but  because  numerous  departments  are  involved  and  each  is  responsible 
for  its  own  area   of  concern. 

A  proposal   has  been  received  from  Artists  Embassy  located  at   50  Oak  Street, 
this  will   be  reviewed  by  his  committee  shortly. 

Commissioner  Asawa  noted  that   there  is  a   gallery  and  a   theatre  at 
Artists  Embassy. 

Chairman   Taliaferro  introduced  Mrs.   Althea   Youngman  who  organized  and 
has  run   the  Artists  Embassy  for  25   years. 
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Mrs.    Porter  announced  that  her  time  on   the  Planning  Commission   would 
expire  in  January,   1976  and  so   this  would  be  the  last  Art  Commission 
meeting  that   she   would  be  attending  on  behalf  of  Planning  Commission 
President,    Walter  Newman.      Appreciation  was  expressed  for  her  con- 
tinued attendance  at   Commission  meetings. 

Commissioner  McCormick  noted   that  he  had  been" overwhelmed" by   the  news- 
paper article  which  appeared  in   an  insignificant,    small   local  paper  and 
he  wished  to  express  his  disturbance   tc  President   Zellerbach  and  Mr. 
Snipper  for  the  false  information  which  had  been  presented . 


NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS  PROGRAM 


Director  Steve  Goldstine  reported  that  two  trucks  had  been  made  avail- 
able to  us  on  permanent  loan  from  another  city  department.  These  are 
to  be  used  by   the  CETA  Program. 

The  stage  truck  body  should  be  completed  within  two  months. 

CETA  Program  continues   to  grow  -  new  employees  will   be  working  in   the 
Housing  Authority  buildings  giving  performances  for  senior  citizens 
with  the  group  known  as   "The  Tailspinners" . 

Director  Goldstine  noted  that  N.A.P.    now  has  approximately  140  CETA 
employees  in   their  program;    this  due  to   the  efforts  of  Mr.    Zellerbach 
and  Mr.    Snipper.      No  other  city  in   the  county  has  achieved  the  impact 
on  neighborhoods  as  has   this  Commission.      He  expressed  the  hope   that 
the  Commissioners  would  continue   to  serve  on   the  Commission  in  order 
to  finish  the  work   that  has  been  started  in   the  communities  both  in 
programming  and  in  facilities. 

President   Zellerbach  expressed  his  appreciation  for  Mr.    Goldstine' s 
role  as  Director  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program. 


NEW  BUSINESS 

Commissioner  Asawa  presented  a  proposal   which  she  received  for  the 

placement  of  a   sculpture  in   the  Agua   Vista  Park.      The  placement   is 

for  a  period  of  nine  months.      The  artist,   Mr.   Rob  Filipini ,   accepts 

full   responsibility  for  his  sculpture;      the  Port  of  San  Francisco 

has  given  authority  for  its  placement . 

Commissioner  Taliaferro   submitted   the  following  resolution  which  was 

seconded  by  Commissioner  Martinez   and  met  with   the   unanimous  approval 

of  the  Commission. 

Resolution   #394-1975  Placement  of  sculpture  -  Agua   Vista  Park 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  placement  of  sculpture 

in  Agua   Vista  Park.      Artist,   Rob  Filipini ,    to  have  complete  responsibility 

in  respect   to  placement,   removal,   insurance  costs,   etc. 
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President   Zellerbach  announed  the  next  meeting  of  the  Commission   would 
be  held  on  January   5,   1976. 

There  being  no  further  business   the  meeting  adjourned  at   5:40pm.

The  primary  concern  emerging  in  the  discussion^  of  this  meeting  is  the  question; 
Is  this  project  a_  distinguished  work  of  art,  and  a_  valuable  addition  to  the 
aesthetic  image  of  this  City. 

I  am  willing  to  address  myself  to  this  question,  but  in  doing  so,  will 
have  to  say  a  few  words  about:  how  does  one  establish  whether  or  not  some- 
thing is  or  is  not  a_  work  of  distinction? 

Any  work  of  art,  good  or  bad,  is  capable  of  eliciting  a  variety  of 
emotional  and  evaluative  reponses,  as  we  have  seen  today  and  in  previous 
hearings.   Many  of  these  responses  reveal  a  lot  about  the  feelings  of  the 
persons  by  whom  they  are  generated,  but  say  little  if  any  about  the  work  of 
art  by  which  they  are  evoked  and  therefore  have  no  general  validity  as  evalu- 
ative judgments. 

Let  me  illustrate  this  with  one  example:  We  have  heard  it  said  over  and 
over  again,  by  people  who  oppose  this  project,  "Black  granite  is  the  symbol  of 
death. "  What  the  person  who  makes  such  a  prouncement  should  say  is:  "To  me 
black  granite  is  the  symbol  of  death."  As  a  general  statement,  such  a  pro- 
nouncement has  no  validity,  because  it  can  be  countered,  if  not  shattered,  by 
the  observation  of  someone  else  who  rises  to  say:  "Black  granite  is  the  symbol 
of  eternal  life  and  strength."   It  is  the  hardest  and  most  permanent  of  all 
mineral  substances  produced  by  nature  —  produced  billions  of  years  ago  in  an 
inferno  of  fire,  fire  the  source  of  warmth  ,and  light,  without  which  there  would 
be  no  life.  '  Someone  else  who  has  seen  people  mauled  to  death  in 

an  automobile  accident  or  torn  to  shreds  by  an  exploding  land  mine  --  might 
feel  Red  -  not  Black  is  the  color  of  death,  because  when  he  saw  death  coming, 
death  was  wrapped  in  red. 


.. 
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Statements  like  these  may  be  justifiable  in  terms  of  personal  experiences, 
but  they  have  no  general  applicability,  and  therefore  no  general  validity. 

How  then  do  we  establish  whether  a  work  of  art  is  good  or  bad?  This  is 
established  not  by  a  variety  of  personal  responses,  but  by  a  consensus 
of  opinion  generated  by  people  who  are  intellectually  and  by  their  training 
equipped  to  make  such  evaluations,  and  by  the  acceptance  of  that  consensus 
by  broader  segments  of  people  who  are  sensitive  to  such  issues  and  knowledge- 
able about  them  (locally,  nationwide  and  worldwide).  A  consensus  of  opinion 
obtained  in  this  manner  eventually  crystalizes  in  a  reputation  about  the 
quality  of  the  work  produced  by  artists. 

Now  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  architectural  firms,,  landscapers  and 
designers  involved  in  this  project  are  known  all  over  the  world  to  belong  to 
the  best.  They  receive  commissions  from  all  over  the  world,  build,  landscape 
and  plan  all  over  the  world.   This  does  not  preclude  that,  now  and  then,  some- 
thing might  go  wrong  or  not  come  off  that  well;  and  therefore  one  is  still 
left  with  the  task  of  analyzing  and  evaluation  individual  projects  such  as 
the  one  with  which  you  are  here  concerned.   I  am  willing  to  express  myself  on 
this  project,  and  —  having  spent  my  entire  adult  life  in  the  study,  analysis 
and  critic  al  evaluation  of  works  of  art  (in  particular  architecture  and 
sculpture) — I  consider  what  I  have  to  say,  not  to  be  of  a  personal  but  of 
a  professional  order. 

To  judge  by  the  sum  total  of  my  professional  experience,  I  would  say 
that  this  is  a  magnificent  project  of  architectural  sculpture  and  landscaping 
—  beautifully  and  boldly  conceived,  dramatic  and  exciting  in  the  interaction 
of  its  component  parts  and  its  materials:  water,  huge  blocks  of  granite,  well 
scaled  in  relation  to  one  another  and  to  their  urban  setting,  with  rich  histori- 
cal implications  through  its  inscriptions  and  with  magnificant  lettering. 

It  is  a  great  urban  asset.   It  should  not  be  crippled.
